Leyte Japs in 
Death Grip of 
Yank Invaders

A communique from Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur's "headquarters re- 
vealed lhat the bulk of the enemy 
garrison,

from last week's estimated 40,000 
to 50,000 men, has been herded into 
a single pocket extending from a 
point just above Ormoc to the Toli- 
baw area, 18 miles farther north. 
Veteran doughboys of the 77th Di- 
vision sprang the trap 
yesterday 
when they effected a junction with 
the Seventh Division below Deposi- 
to, three and one-half miles south 
of Ormoc.

By EDWARD KENNEDY 
Paris, Dec. 12 (/P)—First Army 
infantry drove to the flooded Roer 
river today, captured Merode and 
fought yard by yard and house by 
house through a string of fortified 
German villages about two miles 
west of Dureni 
The German Army's defensive 
fight in stout and thick works be- 
fore vital arsenals of the fatherland 
was reported in front dispatches to 
be weakening west of the Roer, in- 
side the Siegfried Line at Dillingen 
and Saarlautern and in northern Al- 
sace under repeated batterings of 
three American armies. 
Merode, a forest village three and 
a half miles southwest of Duren, 
was cleared during the night. The 
Germans still held out behind thick 
walls and in cellars of Merken, Pier 
and Gey, all within four miles of 
Duren, the southern bastion of the 
Roer river line and the largest Ger- 
man city encountered beyond Aa- 
chen.

Snow Blanket 
Covers East; 
58 Are Dead 


By The Associated Press 
A measure of relief from the sea- 


son's most severe snowstoron was 
forecast by the weather bureau to 
day as a vast section of the nation 
resumed the Herculean task of re- 
moving huge banks of freshly fall- 
en snosv from streets and highways. 


While snow still fell in several 
eastern sections — already having 
reached a depth of 36 inches 'in 
West Virginia — the bureau prc- 
' dieted a cessation before nightfall. 
Meanwhile, temperatures dropped 
over the midwest area 
and 
the 
same pattern was forecast for the 
eastern area tomorrow. 
The 'death toll from the storm, 


which extended from Colorado to 
the Atlantic 
seaboard 
and into 
southern states, was 58, while in 
Canada i« persons lost their lives 
from causes directly attributed to 
a storm which centered in Ontario. 
The storm which struck the mid- 
west sector during the week-end 
yesterday spent its fury in Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia and New 
York state, although the whole east 
coast and the southern tier of 
.states were in the grip of the swirl- 
ing snow and gale-like winds. 
Ohio reported the must deaths 
from the storm — 12, while 11 died 
in Pennsylvania.

Faenza's Fall 
Nears as River 
Crossing Won
